REFUGEES IN ILLINOIS 

As of September, 94 refugees from Syria 
have been resettled in Illinois, including 
62 in Chicago, according to the Refugee 
Processing Center, operated by the U.S. 
State Department. That’s about three times 
as many as in all of 2014, though those 
numbers don’t include Syrians seeking 
asylum, which is a separate process, tribune 
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Rauner: State to halt taking in Syrian refugees

Gov Rauner announced Monday that Illinois 
will temporarily stop taking in new Syrian 
refugees, joining seven other Republican gov- 
ernors in the wake of the Paris attacks. 

Rauner’s decision comes after officials said 
at least one of the Paris attackers entered Eu- 
rope amid the recent influx of migrants from 
the war-torn country 

“Our nation and our state have a shared 
history of providing safe haven for those dis- 
placed by conflict, but the news surrounding 
the Paris terror attacks reminds us of the 
all-too-real security threats facing America,” 
Rauner said in a statement. “We must find 
a way to balance our tradition as a state wel- 
coming of refugees while ensuring the safety 
and security of our citizens.” 

Rauner said his office will “consider all of 
our legal options” as the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security undergoes a review of 
acceptance and security processes. 

Question of enforcement 

Lavinia Limon, president and CEO of the 
U.S. Committee for Refugees and Immigra- 
tion, which helps place refugees in their new 


homes, said governors have no power to limit 
where a refugee can live after their entry into 
the U.S. is granted by the federal government. 

She questioned how states would enforce 
bans on Syrian refugees and said it feeds into 
anti-Islamic sentiment that could lead to ha- 
rassment and attacks. 

“How are they going to go about doing this? 
Are they going to send marshals to the airport 
and be on the lookout for anyone who looks 
Syrian?” Limon said. “Clearly I don’t know 
whether this is bluster or political grand- 
standing, and I would love to hear what their 
attorneys think, but it clearly sets the tone for 
a very negative environment. 

“They are really reacting emotionally and 
talk about stereotyping,” Limon said, adding 
that “99.9 percent of all Syrians are not ter- 
rorists, there are obviously some who are and 
there are some Americans who are terrorists. 

“It’s a collective punishment and clearly not 
well-thought-out,” she said. 

Emanuel weighs in 

Mayor Emanuel stopped short of directly criti- 
cizing Rauner for the move. Instead, the mayor 
pointed out that the federal government per- 
forms background checks on refugees before 


they get here and said the U.S. has a history as 
a welcoming place for people fleeing trouble 
elsewhere in the world. 

Emanuel also said he will go ahead with 
plans he already made to attend a Dec. 4 sum- 
mit on climate change in Paris. 

“I was going to do it, because that’s an im- 
portant issue for the city of Chicago,” he said. 


“Given recent acts, I was going to announce it 
a week from now, but I wanted to announce 
it today to make sure those who thought 
you could weaken or somehow sow fear, that 
is not the result here. In fact, if anything, it 
strengthens our resolve to be a sense of frater- 
nity and camaraderie with the people of Paris 
at this moment.”

I was groped while 
alone on a CTA train 


Although we should all 
be able to feel safe trav- 
eling alone anytime, 
anywhere, sometimes 
that’s not the case. 

I had just left work, 
probably around 12:30 
a.m. or so, and boarded 
a Red Line train at the 
Chicago station going 
north to Howard. I was 
by myself, but I didn’t 
think anything of it be- 
cause I’d done it before. 

I boarded the second-to-last train car and 
snagged a seat by the window To pass the time, 
I put my headphones in and just kind of zoned 
out. I wasn’t paying much attention to any- 
thing, until a man sat right next to me. I was 
jolted from my daydreaming to realize that the 
car was now empty except for the two of us. 

You know when your intuition kicks into 
overdrive? I took one look at the man and 
felt my heart race and sink into the pit of my 
stomach. Of all the seats open, he chose to sit 
next to me. I knew I needed to hurry and try 
to get out of the dangerous situation I was in. 

He was staring blankly ahead, and as I mo- 
tioned to make my quick escape, he blocked 
me into the seat. As I pushed to get past him, I 
could feel his hands grope me. I was scream- 
ing, “Let me out,” but he wouldn’t budge. 

Frantically I pushed harder and was able 
to make my way past him. By that time, I was 
crying, and I ran to the other side of the car, 
waiting for the doors to open at the next stop. 
Within seconds, the doors opened. I was only 
about four stops away from my destination, so 
I decided to take my chances walking the mile 
or so home instead of continuing on the train. 

I think embarrassment stopped me from 
calling the police right away But the next 
morning at work, with the encouragement of 
my manager, I called and filed a report. 

Now I realize that this could have hap- 
pened to me anywhere. 

So here’s the lesson I took with me from 
that 3 -year-old experience: When traveling 


anywhere alone, whether by foot, bus, train, 
bike or car, avoiding distractions and staying 
alert may very well be what keeps you safe. 

I called the CTA recently and spokesman 
Jeff Tolman offered some safety reminders, 
including keeping personal audio players at 
low volume, not sleeping or becoming too en- 
grossed in a book, keeping personal items safe 
and close to you and carrying wallets in a front 
pants pocket. He stressed the importance of 
being aware of your surroundings at all times. 

“If traveling by bus at night, use the bus 
tracker to limit the time you stand waiting out- 
side. If you’re using the train, you can always 
wait by a security guard or inside the station 
instead of on the platform,” Tolman said. “Just 
be aware of what is going on around you.” 

Since my experience, the CTA has expanded 
its surveillance camera network to cover trains, 
and, according to the transit agency crime has 
fallen overall since the installation of more 
than 23,000 cameras across its system. 

Art Lurigio, professor of psychology and 
criminal justice at Loyola University, stressed 
that victims shouldn’t be blamed for the 
crimes committed against them, but he did 
offer some suggestions about ways people 
can change their behavior to decrease their 
vulnerabilities when traveling. 

“If you’re taking the train, don’t plug up 
your ears with headphones, keep your eyes 
open, try not to board an empty car, sit by 
the door, try not to sit alone, but if you do 
have to sit alone, put your stuff on the seat 
next to you,” Lurigio said. 

If you must walk down a dark street alone, 
Lurigio said to keep your eyes and ears open, 
look all around you and keep your phone 
and wallet in your front pockets or inside a 
coat pocket. If you’re not in a group but see a 
group, walk closer to them. 

“The people who prey on other people look 
for those vulnerabilities,” he said. “Take some 
steps to be mindful of your surroundings. Let’s 
not make it easy for them to victimize you.”

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Kris Bryant named 
NL Rookie of the Year

Kris Bryant’s record-setting season was vali- 
dated Monday night when the Cubs’ third 
baseman was named unanimously as the Na- 
tional League Rookie of the ^ar by the Base- 
ball Writers Association of America. 

Bryant, 23, set franchise rookie records with 
26 home runs, 99 RBIs, 62 extra-base hits 
and 273 total bases. Bryant also hit 31 doubles, 
scored 86 runs and drew 77 walks. The only 
other player in major league history to attain 
those totals for homers, RBIs, doubles, runs 
and walks in his rookie season was Hall of 
Famer Ted Wiliams with the Boston Red Sox 
in 1939. 

Bryant received first-place votes on all 
30 ballots— two from each of the 15 NL cities. 
Third baseman Matt Duffy of the San Fran- 
cisco Giants finished second, followed by Jung 
Ho Kang of Pittsburgh, Noah Syndergaard of 
the Newark Mets and Justin Bour of the Mi- 
ami Marlins. 

“I have a whole off-season to celebrate this 
and work hard for the ultimate goal, and that’s 
winning the World Series,” Bryant told the 


MLB Network from the Southern California 
offices of agent Scott Boras. ‘And I sure hope 
to do that next season with the Cubs.” 

Despite not being promoted to the Cubs 
from Tfiple-A Iowa until April 17, Bryant com- 
piled arguably the most impressive season by a 
Cubs rookie in franchise history while quelling 
questions about his ability to play third base 
despite his 6 -foot-5, 215-pound frame. 

“I went out there and played as hard as I can 
with a little chip on my shoulder and things 
turned out great,” Bryant said. “We won, went 
far in the playoffs and surprised a lot of teams. 
Moving on from this season, I think the future 
is so bright for this team.” 

In addition to starting 136 games at third, 
Bryant also started five games in right field, 
four in left, one in center and one at first base. 
Bryant was charged with only one error in his 
final 25 games at third. 

Bryant, the Cubs’ first pick (fourth overall) 
in the 2013 draft, becomes the sixth player in 
franchise history to win the BBWAAs Rookie 
of the ^ar award and the first since catcher 
Geovany Soto in 2008.

star Jesse Lee Soffer. But have they tried Mal- 
ort? Only true Chicagoans have. Co-star Brian 
Geraghty said, “It does the trick. I don’t know 


if I liked it. I liked the way it made me feel.” 

**Chicago P.D.” star LaRoyce 
Hawkins first auditioned for 
**Chicago Fire” before landing a spot 
on **Chicago P.D.” in his hometown. 

“I love the fact that [Detective Kevin] Atwa- 


ter is actually from Harvey, which is where 
I’m from. When the writers and producers 
found out I was from Harvey they were like, 
‘Let’s make Atwater from Harvey’ I was like. 
Aw, that’s dope.’ Even the small things make 
a difference to me, like having a Thornton 
[high school] Wildcat coffee mug on Atwa- 
ter’s desk, because it helps me bring an organ- 
ic kind of element to the role,” he said. 

There are a couple of marathon 
runners in the cast. 

“Chicago P.D.” star Jon Seda was hobbling last 
Monday, thanks to running his first marathon 
that past weekend. 

Seda completed the race in five hours to 
benefit a childhood cancer awareness charity 
When will he run the Chicago Marathon? “If 
my legs come back from Naperville. ... I’m in 


a lot of pain right now, but it’s a good pain be- 
cause I think about the kids and families I got 
to meet that deal with this fight every day” 
Steven R. McQueen ran the Chicago Mara- 
thon last year. 

“Chicago Fire” stars Eamonn 
Walker and Jesse Spencer work 
with the same voice coach to nail 
down an American accent. 

“Between action and cut, I do American. And 
the rest of my life, I do British,” Walker said. 

Co-star Christian Stolte said Walker neu- 
tralizes his British accent. “He’s doing a per- 
fectly passable and acceptable American ac- 
cent, and the same for Jesse too. I don’t think 
each of them is trying to reach into the real 
South Side Chicago neighborhood that usually 
feels put on even when it’s genuine,” he said. 
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Mayor Emanuel could make 
another cameo. 


Dick Wolf said to watch the premiere of “Chi- 
cago Med.” Emanuel already appeared in an 
episode of “Chicago Fire.” The mayor has been 
very supportive of the show filming in the city 
Wolf said.

Chicago can be considered its own charac- 
ter on the Dick Wolf-produced TV fran- 
chise that includes “Chicago Fire,” “Chi- 
cago P.D.” and now “Chicago Med.”

In fact, a preview 
of the first episode 
of “Chicago Med” 
shows a CTA train 
crash.

‘Anything that is considered true blue, 
all-American, it’s believable in Chicago 
more than the strips on the coast. This is 
literally the heart of the country and all 
those Midwestern values are understand- 
able to the country” Wolf said last week 
during an interview at Cinespace Chicago 
Film Studios on the West Side. 

‘A lot of people in other places might 
be looking at these shows and going, ‘Hey 
Chicago doesn’t seem so bad. They’re nice 
people.’ I’ve described it as a cleaner, polit- 
er New York with slightly heavier people,” 
Wolf said. 

It also has been a welcoming place to 
film the show, which has had Emanuel’s 
support, he said. 

“It’s good for everybody The ripple rate, 
it’s about 10 to I. For every dollar we spend, 
about $10 goes into the local economy It’s 
very beneficial to have the shows here,” 
Wolf said. 

“{Chicago’s} very easy to shoot in except 
for the six months of winter when it’s not 
easy to shoot anywhere. It’s one of the 
things I told Oliver [Platt]— we’ve known 
each other for years, we did a show togeth- 
er— he said, ‘Dick, I don’t know’ I said, 
‘Oliver, it’s a medical show, you don’t go 
outside.’ He went, ‘Oh, OK,’ ’’Wolf said. 

Platt, a New %rker, got to explore the 
city and walked around Millennium Park, 
checking out the Bean, Crown Fountain 
and the Jay Pritzker Pavilion. He found 
Chicago to be accessible and friendly 

“What’s appealing about it to me is it’s 
absolutely among many other things, a cul- 
tural capital, but the culture in Chicago is 
on display with a total lack of pretension,” 
Platt said. “To me, it just goes hand in hand 
with the character of the city”

What to know about ^Chicago Med’

There have been countless medical dramas on 
television over the years. Think about it: We’ve 
had “St. Elsewhere,” “ER,” “Chicago Hope,” 
“House” and “Grey’s Anatomy” to name a fe^y 
and now “Chicago Med.” What makes this 
show different from the others? Here is a guide 
to television’s newest medical drama, including 
what the actors and producers think makes it 
stand out in the genre. 

THE PLOT 

The drama follows the hospital staff at Chi- 
cago Med and the medical cases and ethical di- 
lemmas they face, some of which will be ripped 
from the headlines. In the series premiere, the 
staff attends to victims of an “E’ train crash. 
Expect to see characters from “Chicago Eire” 
and “Chicago P.D.” make cameos, and look for 
crossover episodes involving all three shows. 

“They cohesively faU within the same uni- 
verse,” said Brian Tee (“Jurassic World”), who 
plays Dr. Ethan Choi on “Chicago Med.” “In 
‘Eire’ and ‘P.D.,’ people get hurt. And where do 
they go? They have to go to the hospital. It just 
kind of seamlessly falls into our foreground in 
that sense.” 

“Chicago Med” co-creator Matt Olmstead 
said he could envision two or so crossovers 
per year. While they’ve proven to be popular 
among viewers, he admitted they’re signifi- 
cantly more challenging to puU off than your 
typical episodes. 

THE CAST 

Besides Tee, the series features Colin Don- 
nell (‘Arrow”) as Chicago Med newcomer Dr. 
Connor Rhodes; Nick Gehlfuss (“Shameless”) 
as chief ER resident Dr. WU Halstead, the 
brother of Chicago PD. detective Jay Halstead, 
played by Jesse Soffer; Aaya DaCosta (TV 
movie “Whitney”) as ER nurse April Sexton; 


Oliver Platt (“Eargo”) as Chief of Psychiatry Dr. 
Daniel Charles; and “Law and Order” veteran 
S. Epatha Merkerson as Chief Administrator of 
Clinical Operations Sharon Goodwin. 

THE GENRE 

Some medical dramas have proven to be mon- 
ster ratings hits, including “ER,” which was 
one of, if not the, most popular TV dramas 
of the ’90s. That’s why networks continue to 
churn them out. What separates “Chicago 
Med,” according to Olmstead, is the tone. 

“There are medical shows that are super 
realistic and dark,” Olmstead said. “Abu can 
smell the urine when you watch the show And 
then there are others that are too slick and it 
feels like an ad agency and doesn’t feel realis- 
tic. I wanted to make sure this was an inviting 
show without being too unrealistic. But within 
that, have that sense of family we’ve had with 
the two other shows.” 

THE PREPARATION 

In order to portray a medical environment 
properly there are always medical advisors on 
set. The cast also was put though what Don- 
nell referred to as “medical bootcamp.” He 
said the actors spent five days learning about 
medical terminology and potential hospital 
scenarios. And then there were the visits to 
Cook County Hospital, where the cast shad- 
owed doctors and witnessed surgeries. Both 
Donnell and Gehlfuss admitted they enjoyed 
the latter more than they thought they would. 

“I’m finding out that I’m not squeamish 
whatsoever,” Gehlfuss said. “I can’t look close 
enough when I’m in the hospital. ... This show 
is about life and death. The stakes can’t get any 
higher than that. People are extremely vulner- 
able when they’re brought into the hospital. 
When you see people in those moments, it’s a 
privilege to watch that and learn from it.”
